Thursday, April 14, 1994 marked the test of 
the AMATEUR RADIO community's EMERGENCY 
RESPONSE capability. This was of course, the 
day for statewide tornado drill As usual, the 
BROWN COUNTY ham community came through 
with a good presence for the dril. The 
simulated watch was issued at 1:15 P.M. and 
short order the regional net on the 147,120 
repeater was activated by SCOTT-KB9AMM. 
BOB-WASSWX called up the BROWN COUNTY net 
on the 147.360 repeater and accepted about 
2 dozen check-ins. The simulated tornado 
warning was issued at 1:45 P.M. and that 
information was promptly passed on to all net 
participants. The net was closed at 2:00 P.M. 
On behalf of the NATIONAL WEATHER SERVICE, 
SCOTT-KBSAMM and ANDY-KBSALN we would 
like to thank BOB-WASSWX for operating the 
BROWN COUNTY NET; liaison operator 
STEVE-KF9GP and аі the hams who 
participated. We have some work to do to get 
to our goal of being a model SKYWARN program, 
but we are surely off to a good start.
